We now hurried back to our hotel 
and to get ready for one of the out- 
standing functions it was our privi- 
lege to enjoy during our trip the re- 
ception by the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress of Manchester. Over 1.200 
citizens of Manchester assembted in 
the Gnildhall to meet us and the spec- 
tacle as all these*people stood in the 
main body of the brilliantly lighted 
hall, while we were welcomed by the
